Hnd the drought continued last year a 
few days longer the supply would even 
then have given out. 
Newport is so 


dependent on its reputation that it must 
have belter water than most towns. The 
supply of water pipes is about.:t() miles, 
and it is preoposed to increase them as 
occasion requires.
